WASHINGTON Dew. 19.-——Repre- 
sentative Hepburn of Iowa, chairman 
of the House Committee on Com- 
merce, today made the report of the 
committee in favor of the Nicaraguan 
Canal Bill. After stating the terms of 
the bill the report says in part: “The

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—John 
Coffey, the engineer of the north- 
bound train, whose failure to stop at 
the Uplands switch caused the wreck, 
Was seen at his home on Sixteenth 
street in this city tonight. He Is suf- 
fering from an injured spine, and is 
deeply depressed over the result of the 
accident. He said: 

“I admit that I had received my or- 
ders. I knew I was to stop at the 
switch to let No. 10, south bound, take 
the siding. No, the orders were not 
misunderstood. Both I and the fire- 
man read them. After leaving San 
Ardo, we compared watches. It was a 
dark night. At the switch there are 
no houses, no landmarks of any kind, 
only the switchlight in a plowed field. 
I did not notice it until we were 
abreast of it. I had been greatly wor- 
ried over the actions of the engine. It 
is a new one, and very powerful. The 
machine did not behave properly. I 
can’t be more explicit about the 
trouble with the engine; that ig be- 
tween me and the railway officials, 
but the fireman and I were both busy 
inside—and we forgot the switch. I 
have no excuse, only that I forgot. 

“I saw the switch-light race by. Then 
the conductor pulled the rope which 
operates the little signal whistle in the 
cab. Instantly I reversed. With almost 
the same movement I put on the 
emergency airbrakes. No, the con- 
ductor did not put on the airbrakes. 
All he did was to signal me. 

“We were founding a sharp curve. I 
could not see any light ahead, but I 
knew that No, 10 was due.

I crawled back 
through the hole out of which [I had 
broken my way to liberty and began 
looking for my friends. I groped about 
in the place for some time. but could 
find no one. I called as loudly as I 
could to them, and finally heard a voice 
from near the front of the car. It was 
Martin, the special guard. He was 
pinned under a quantity of the wreck- 
age, but he was able to tell me where 
he was. 

“I got on the outside of the car, and 
he directed the men with the ax where 
ito cut a hole to take him out. Then 
I went after my helper, Thurber, I 
could not find him anywhere. and the 
rapidiy-increasing fire soon drove me 
out of the wreck. Martin told me that 
Thurber was right up in the front end 
of the car when the trains came to- 
gether. He must have been crushed 
so badly at the first shock that he 
‘could do nothing to save himself, and 

fore we could get to where he was, 
the fire had enveloped him.”

Dec. 19.—At 
noon today the Bank of Springvale, 
ten miles from here, was robbed by one 
man. No one was in the bank except 
the assistant cashier, The robber drove 
up to the bank door in a buggy, and 
walked to the cashier's desk before he 
was noticed. He compelled the assist- 
ant cashier to go to the vault and give 
him all the money, about $7000. While 
this was taking place the cashier 
walked into the bank. He was at once 
covered by the robber’s revolver and 
made to throw up his hands. 

The robber then hurriedly left the 
bank, dropping $1000 upon the sidewalk, 
He jumped into his buggy and drove 
rapidly north. Officers were in pursuit 
before he was fairly out of town. Two 
miles out the officers came in sight of 
him and he jumped from the buggy 
and made his way to a thickly-wooded 
mountain. Biloodhounds have been put 
on his track.

JUSTLY SEVERE SENTENCE. 

Judge Smith of the Superior Court 
yesterday sentenced the two youthful 
highwaymen, Dyer and Jackson, to 
serve fifteen years each in San Quen- 
tin. This sentence, although seem- 
ingly very severe when the fact is re- 
called that the robbers secured only a 
few cents from their victim, is none 
too severe when all the facts of the 
case are considered. The evil intent 


secured. Nor does the fact that, from 
their. own statements, both of the 
young ruffians were drunk, mitigate , 
their crime in any degree. They aie | 
responsible, not alone for the crime, 
but for the drunkenness which led up 
to it. It is fortunate for them that 
the crime of murder was not added 
to that of highway robbery, for the 
assault upon their victim was made 
with a deadly implement, and it might 
easily have resulted in the victim's 
death. 

The example which Judge Smith has 
made of these young highwaymen 
should prove a wholesome lesson and 
warning to others engaged in the 
perpetration of similar crimes. No ex- 
cuse nor palliation is possible for 
crimes of this character. The man 
who stops another and demands his 
valuables, threatening to take his life 
if the demand be not complied with, 
is guilty of murder in his heart, for 
he is prepared to commit murder, if, 
necessary, to enforce compliance. 
bifteen years in the penitentiary is a 
light enough punishment for this 
crime. It is really immaterial whether 
eny valuables are secured or not. 
The crime is the same, irrespective of 
the amount secured. 


Judge Smith is to be congratulated 
upon the justice of his sentence in 
the case under consideration. There 
have been many cases of bighway 
“Tobbery in Los Angeles and vicinity, 
within the past year or two, but in 
most of these cases justice has been 
cheated of her dues, through insuffi- 
cient evidence or other defects in the 
prosecution. The sentence of Judge 
Smith is-an indication of the sort of 
punishment which will probably be 
meted out to offenders of this class 
when they are convicted in his court. 
It is a very good sort of punishment 
indeed, and fits the crime as well as 
could reasonably be expected. The 
deterrent effeet of such sentences upon 
other possible criminals can hardly 
be overestimated.

LOS THEATER. Pol- 
lard’s Australian Juvenile Opera Com- 
pany grows in favor upon better ac- 
quaintance. It is a remarkable or- 
ganization, and gives a remarkable 
performance, making due allowance for 
the extreme youth of its members. Of 
course we cannot reasonably expect 
full-toned vocalism from the throats 
of mere children. Some of the voices, 
however, have singular sweetness and 
unlooked-for strength. In a few years 
many of these better voices, if the 
training continues judiciously and they 
be not overtaxed, will doubtless be 
heard to advantage upon the higher 
operatic stage. 

If the company had presented “The 
Geisha,” instead of ‘‘The Gaiety Girl,” 
at the opening performance of the 
present engagement, the first impres- 
sion would probably have been better. 
“The Geisha” is a tuneful light opera 
of the Japanesque sort. It is full of 
tinkling melodies and happy conceits. 
In some degree it is reminiscent of 
“The Mikado.” In plot and dramatic 
incident it is an airy nothing, with a 
theme just tangible enough to hold the 
incidents together with a semblance of 
sequence and coherency.

Fifteen Years for Stealing Forty 
Cents—Judge Smith Proposes to Stop 
Epidemic of Bicycle Stealing—All 
Toughs Lay it to Drink. 


“Bicycle stealing seems to be an ep!l- 
demic in Los Angeles, and we have got 
to stop it. The extent of this sort of 
thievery is alarming.” 

Such is some of the language used by 
Judge Smith yesterday in accept- 
ing a plea of guilty from a 
young German, John Bodwin, charged 
with stealing a Wolfff-American 
bicycle worth $30 from Cc C. 
Craig on Monday. Bodwin, who says 
he had just come to town from San 
Francisco, a day or so before he stole 
the wheel, is a sign painter by trade. 
He accounted for his crime by one 


word—drink. 


“Whom did you ever paint any signs 
for in San Francisco?” asked Judge 
Smith, doubtfully. 

“Everybody who would have me,” 
was the reply. in broken English. 

Just painted the whole tows, did 
you?” commented the jud ce, dryly, 
and proceeded with other questions, 
but the poor foreigner was in little 
mood to understand a joke. 

Bodwin stated that he was awfully 
sorry that he did it—never would it 
happen again. 

“Two years in San Quentin—for 
stealing a paltry bicycle,”” said the 
court, and German John was hustled 
away north. ° 

HEAVY SENTENCES. 

Fifteen years in State’s prison for 
robbing a man of 4 cents, is something 
that Frank Dyer and Will Jackson— 
two young men-—will never forget. 
Their terrible mistake was made last 
Monday, when the: robbed Robert 
Tilly, a bridge builder, who was tramp- 
ing it to Colton.

Dyer is a Nebraska boy and Jackson 
comes from Ohio. They have been on 
this Coast less than a year, and are 
hard-looking characters.

WEALTH TOOK WINGS. 


Once Rich Englishman, Who Has Lost 

His Fortune, Trying to Relieve Want 

by Sacrificing His Art Treasures. 

Three years ago there came to South- 
ern California an English family, con- 
sisting of husband, wife and two little 
‘sons. The man was tall and prema- 
turely gray; the wife was sweet-faced 
and the typical English woman; the 
children had the unmistakable marks 
of careful nurture and good breeding. 
The family, in short, had the air of 
being to the “manor born,” and little 
inured to the hardships of battling with 
the world for a living. 

The family had two reasons for leay- 
ing their native land to settle in South- 
ern California—first, to benefit the 
man’s failing health: second, the hope 
of retrieving lost fortune. 

In England the man had possessed 
great wealth. He did not know what 
He had agents to 
look after his estates while he engaged 
in the expensive pastime of collecting 
rare works of.art, curios and precious 
stones. One sad day it was revealed 
to the man of wealth and pleasure that 
his fortune had dwindled away so that 
there was but $13,000 left. 

Seeking to invest the remnant in 
some venture which might prove profit- 
able, the almost bankrupt. Englishman 
was induced by the Anglo-American 
Company to buy a ranch in Southern 
California for $12,000. He was led to 
believe that it was a productive prop- 
erty and, once located upon it, would 
soon regain wealth and health. With 
barely enough money left, after pay- 
ing for the ranch, to bring his family 
and his beloved art treasures to this 
country, the trustful Englishman ar- 
rived here, only to find that the land 
he had purchased was a barren hill- 
side growing no crops but greasewood 
and sagebrush. 

Moneyless and in a strange land, the 
little family head no means of liveli- 
hood, except through the occasional 
sale of some work of art that the head 
of the family had brought with him to 
America. 

A number of the costly pictures in 
this unfortunate mah's collection have 
recently been on exhibition in Los An- 
geles, and all that remain are now be- 
ing offered for sale at a sacrifice. The 
prices asked range from $75 to $750 
apiece, and the best art critics In the 
city say they are well worth all that 
fe demanded, which is less than half 
their cost to the owner. The duty alone 
exceeded $400. 

The collection consists principally of 
English landscapes, done in oil, and 
David Law's great etchings of famous 
English easties. In addition to the pic- 
tures there is a collection of Isle of 
Wight stones, very unique and inter- 
esting, and valued at $1000: also a 
treasure—the shape of a very ancient 
and curious Japanese clock. 

The opportunity thus afforded art 
lovers t@ procure some real art treas- 
ures at a minimum of cost is an excel- 
lent one, and the »urchasers will at the 
same time assist in rescuing a very un- 
fortunate family from actua! want.

Thinks Policy of Taking Indian Chil- 
-@ren Away from Home to Give Them 


Higher Education is Folly—District 
Schools are the Thing. 


Frank Sullivan, instructor of car- 
pentry and industrial pursuits at the 
' government Indian school at Yuma, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday and regis- 
tered at the Ramo He is another 
of the Indian workeré who welcome the 
proposed change it the government 
policy toward the redskins; and con- 
siderable service in the industrial 
branches of schools in various parts of 
the country makes him competent to 
speak upon the subject. 

He said yesterday: “The Indian is 
not ready for a polished education. He 
needs to be taught how to make a liv- 
ing, and to be helped along in it. The 
greatest good in the education of the 
Indian children will be the estab!ish- 
ment of district scrools; day schools 
from which the pupils can return home 
each evening, and gradually leaven the 
whole family with what they learn. 

“The present Indian law ~rovides 
that when a child is once enrolled in a 
government school it can be removed 
to any school within the . United States 
at the will of those in authority. The 
children can be picked up and carried 
across the continent without any. re- 
gard to home ties or parential love. 
The new will give the Indians 
the right to c which school they 
care to attend, which will undoubtedly 
be the one nearest home. 

“The Yumas are badly disposed toward 
the schoo] at present, and we have a 
hard time keeping the children from 
escaping.
